Burt if we confale other. Paflages:of the 
New. Teftament, we feem to have different So- 
lutions of the fame Queftion: To the Man in 
the Gofpel, enquiring, What good thing he 
muft do to inberit eternal life? our Saviour 
replies; If thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments. Here you fee, that not only 
the particular Virtue of Charity, but an uni- 
verfal Obedience to all the Laws of God, is 
declared to be the Condition.of Salvation. In 
the Aas of the Apoftles, to the Keeper of the 
Prifon, demanding of Pau/ and Silas, what be 
Should do to be faved ? they anfwer, Believe on 
the Lord Fefus Chrift, and thou shalt be faved,

lafting Life. Here you obferve, that Faith in 
Chrift is made the exprefs Terms of Salvation.

of Chrift his Saviour. And as he can or can- 
not give a fatisfactory Anfwer to thefe De- 
mands, fo fhall be his final Allotment, happy 
or miferable. 

LeT this fuffice to thew the ftrong Obliga- 
tions we lie under of performing Works of 
Charity in general ; and proceed we on in the

III. Tuts Point is not fo clear as the for- 
mer.

and Vice, feeking fhelter among Affociates. 
For what, are the Prejudices of Education, in 
Number or Quality, like the Prejudices that 
Children would contract for want of Educa- 
tion? To leave them in Ignorance, for fear 


3 they fhould abufe the moft ufeful Knowledge ; 


isno other than the Romij/h Principle of feal-— 
ing the Scriptures from vulgar ufe, to hinder — 
their being perverted: which is as unreafon- 

able as taking away the Compafs from the 
Mariner, under pretence of its being fubject to 
certain Variations; whereas the right Preven- 
tion of Error would be, to inftrué& him in 
the Nature of thofe Variations, without de- 
priving him of the only. fure Rule he has to 
fteer by. All Objections coming from this 
Quarter, are to be treated with the Contempt 
they deferve.. But as for the Friends of Piety, 


Virtue and Order, who would rejoice at any 


real Good produced by thofe Charities ; if thefe 
Perfons are apprehenfive of any Confequences 
arifing from thefe Schools, which are foreign 


to their Inftitution, and prejudicial to their In- 


terefts; their Objedtions are to be regarded as 
friendly Admonitions, and they cannot but be 
well received by the Truflees of thefe charita- 
ble Societies. For the fame laudable Zeal, that 


 firft put them on founding thefe Sch and 
irft put them on founding thefe Si 
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Curist-Crurcn, London. 


ftill renders them indefatigable in the Support 
of them, cannot but excite them to defire and 
purfue their further Improvement and Per- 
fection. 

Ir is apprehended then, by Petfons well 
intention’d to thefe Chatities, that the Chil- 
dren are trained up fo long at School in an 
habitual Difufe of Labour, that their unaccuf- 
tomed Hands will not eafily fubmit afterwards 
to thofe fetvile Employments in which they 
are moft wanted. That there’ is a Force in 
this Objection, is plain from the Zeal which 
thefe Societies have fhewn towards removing 
the Caufe of this Complaint, by preffing their 
Correfpondents to find out proper Methods of 
inuring the Children early to Induftry; they 
declare how glad they fhould be of any ufeful 
Prefcriptions for remedying this Evil. All 
Attempts that have been made to introduce any 
fort of Manufactures arniong the Children, have 
met with their Encouragement. For one 
End of Inftruction ‘being to employ the Hours 
ufefully, that would otherwifé be confumed in’ 
Tdlenefs ; it is abfurd to imagine that it can’ 
be their Incention, that the Children fhould fall 
into a Vice, out of which they are endeavour- 
ing to refcue them. And therefore it cannot 
be’ doubted, but as foon as proper Materials can 
be provided, that Inftruétion and Labouf wilt 
Cc 2 go 
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England. All chat is caught them more, is be- 


go Hand. in Hand through all thefe Schools, 
But in the mean time, till fuch Provifionsis— 
made, let not the Children want that religious 
Education, which is neceflary to qualify them 
for an honeft Induftry. - 

It is further apprehended, that through a 
falfe. -Affe€tation of letting the Benefactors {ee 
the great Improvements the Children receive 
from.their Bounty,, many of them are carried 
to fuch a Proficiency in Writing, Arithmetick, 
Singing, and difplaying their Memories in their 
publick Examinations, as lifts their Thoughts 
above the Station of Life in which Providence 
has’ placed them. .If there be Ground for this 
Complaint, it is not to be defended, but to. be 
removed. But in what manner? not, furely, 
byabolithing the Inftitution, or drawing back 
the Hand from fupporting it: For would not 
this be.deftroying a Tree that produces excel- 
lent Fruit; for the fake of fome luxuriant 
Branches that have {pread out of it for want of 
proper Pruning? In this Cafe, the true Reme- 
dy would be, to lop off the fuperfluous Parts 
that draw Nourifhment from the Plane, and to 
reduce it to its firt-Form and Ufe. The ori- 
ginal Intention of thefe Schools, was to inftrua
